W ashington, Feb. 18.—As a result 
of the investigation of the alleged 
wholesale public land fraud in many 
w estern states, the grand jury of the 
District ot Columbia has reported a 
joint indictm ent for conspiracy against 
John A. Benson, a wealthy real estate 
operator of .san Francisco, Frederick 
A. Hyde. of San Francisco, closely 
identified with Benson in land affairs, 
Henry C. Dimond 
of California, an 
attorney 
representing 
Benson 
and 
Hyde and Joost H. Schneider, of Tuc­ 
son, Arist., an agent of Benson and 
Hyde.

London, Feb. 
18.—Japan Is most 
successfully keeping her plans secret 
Not a single item of news which could 
be of possible service to the enemy 
has been perm itted to leak out. 
The 
belief is prevalent In London, based 
on hints in dispatches from eorres- 
pondects. is that her main object will 
be found to be the Liao Tung penin­ 
sula, but that nothing of a military 
nature will be attem pted until Russia's 
naval squadrons are effectually dis­ 
posed of. 
Dispatches 
published 
in 
London 
new spapers continue to give alleged 
descriptions of the em barking of Jap­ 
anese troops. Instead of this em bark­ 
ation occurring secretly from Ujina, 
as was the case during the China-Jap 
anese war, the transports, according 
to published dispatches, are openly 
em barking troops from Nagasaki, Mo- ■ 
JI, Kobe and elsewhere. 
A cablegram from N agasaki says 
troops are clearing every night from 
these ports for Kor**a and ten large 
steam ers were em barking troops at- 
N agasaki last Monday. 
All arm s of ■ 
the service were represented, but the i 
cavalry horses were such scrubby pon­ 
ies that they hardly seemed worth 
transporting. 
The em barkations were 
all rem arkably well managed.

erous shallow sam pans I small harbor 
boats), as Avell as ordinary boats suit­ 
able for being row-ed or towed in 
shallow w ater or through a heavy 
surf are taken on the transports.

Congressional Candidates Must Not 
Name Their Own Delegates. 
Indianapolis, Feb. 18.—The decision 
of the Republican stele com m ittee 
that no candidate for congress or other 
office will be perm itted to name his 
own delegates is liable to have a most 
disastrous effect on the candidacy of 
Fred Landis of Logansport for renom ­ 
ination. 
A prom inent Eleventh dis­ 
trict Republican who w*as here today 
declared that the anti-Steele com bina­ 
tion could never have won last. year 
if the candidates had not been perm it­ 
ted to name their ow*n delegates. W ith 
an open field he asserted that Major 
Steele will be able to break Into the 
anti-Steele ranks in W abash. Cass and 
Blackford counties and get enough to 
win. 
He predicted that Steele would 
be at least fifteen per cent stronger 
in looking after his own candidacy 
than he was in looking after the in te r-. 
est? of Elam Neal of Jonesboro for) 
district chairm an. 


The statem ent was made here today 
on what was apparently reliable au- j 
thority that Hugh Th. Miller of Colum­ 
bus has finally determ ined to become 
a candidate for the Republican nom­ 
ination for lieutenant governor and 
that he will make a public announce­ 
ment to that effect within a few days, 
possibly this week. 
It was also de­ 
clared that lf Miller enters W alter 
Ball of Muncie, form er state senator, 
will become a candidate, so there is 
a prospect that the field for second 
place will fill as It did for governor 
after all the politicians had concluded 
that Taylor and Hanly would have I t ; 
all to them selves 
The friends of L. 
P. Newby who is the only avowed can­ 
didate for lieutenant governor are not 
dismayed at the prospect of opposition 
but on the contrary seem to be pleased 
as they say they will know what to do 
lf they are certain Just w-ho they will 
have to fight.

Winter Will Help Russians as it Did 
in Napoleon's Time. 
St. Petersburg, Feb. 18.—The rigid 
censorship 
imposed 
here 
upon 
all 
news from the far E ast completely 
m asks 
the 
movements 
of 
Russian 
troops and the plans of those in com­ 
m and; but what is being done is evi­ 
dently satisfactory to the authorities 
here as they manifest the utmost con­ 
fidence that when the proper time a r­ 
rives the enemy will be crushed . They 
say that the prelim inary sea victories 
of the Japanese will then be speedily 
forgotten. Russia was taken unawares 
at the outset, and some little time 
will be required to com plete the mob­ 
ilization of Russian troops. There will 
Ie no disposition to meet the evident 
wish of the Japanese to rush m atters 
to a decision. 
“ Russia can afford to wait," is a com­ 
mon expression heard here, and tim e 
and patience always have been strong 
allies of the empire of the North. 
Moreover, the excessively severe win­ 
ter w eather at the scene of war, it is 
averred, also fights on the side of the 
Czar’s legions as it did in the days of 
Napeolon, when the Russian proverb 
“January, February and March are 
among the em peror’s ablest generals” 
was coined. 
At Port A rthur the therm om eter reg­ 
is t e r s two degrees below zero. 
The 
concentration of R ussian troops will 
proceed as rapidly as possible, but it 
is fair to assum e that Viceroy Alexieff 
will not take the aggressive until he 
feels certain of his ability to adm in­ 
ister a decisive defeat. 
Therefore, in 
spite of the extensive landing opera­ 
tions of the Japanese in Korea, an 
Im portant land fight, is not considered 
here to be imm inent, although it is 
believed that the passage of the Y'alu 
river by the Japanese will be disputed. 
A governm ent com munication pub­ 
lished in the official M essenger warns 
the public that it must wait patiently 
for news of Russian victories and says 
It is useless to waste men in seeking 
overhasty revenge. 


"Billy” Taylor, the Indianapolis can­ 
didate for the Republican nomination 
for governor, is full of enthusiasm over 
his prospects of winning. 
He took oc­ 
casion today to contradict a story that 
is going the rounds that he lost in 
the Rush county primaries for the se­ 
lection of delegates. 
He says th a t! 
he is sure of eight of the thirteen del- j 
egates and may get more. The friends 
of Hanly, however, expect to get nine I 
of the delegates. 
Taylor is not dis- 
mayed because the Twelfth district 
endorsed Judge Penfield, as Penfield 
lives there and the endorsem ent was 
naturally expected, but Taylor says 
he will get the district when the final 
round comes. 
His office Is just now 
one of the busiest places in Indianap­ 
olis for he is carrying on a trem endous 
correspondence. 


The stock of H arry S. New of India­ 
napolis as a candidate to succeed him ­ 
self as national committeeman has 
gone way up since he was indorsed at 
the Twelfth district convention. 
The 
action there was a surprise to most 
leaders, as it has been reported for 
sometime that Senator Fairbanks and 
what is term ed as his “machine” in­ 
tend to elect Charles L. Henry as 
committeeman. 
The Twelfth is stric t­ 
ly a Fairbanks district, as he distrib­ 
utes the patronage there; so if he had 
desired the defeat of New he could 
have easily had Henry endorsed. 
It 
is believed now that Senator F air­ 
banks proposes to keep his hands off 
and perm it New ami Henry to fight it 
out between them selves.

Baltimore, Feb. 18.—As indicating 
that the situation In Baltimore is eas­ 
ing up. the civil and military authori­ 
ties express the opinion that it will be 
safe to withdraw all the troops from 
the burned district at the end of an­ 
other week.

The statistic» of the State Board of 
Health show an appreciable increase 
in the number of deaths from tubercu­ 
losis over the figures of December. 
The disease kilied 400 persons in Jan­ 
uary and 371 in December. 
Pneumonia

de­ 
structive during the month of January, 
causing 540 deaths. 
This was a big 
increase over the corresponding month 
of last year, when 410 persons died 
and over December when 392 died. In 
January there were more deaths and 
mure sickness than ordinarily. The 
total number of deaths was 3,177, a 
rate of 14 8.
